Stewardship ‘72 drive 
passes $850,000 mark

EIGHTEEN parishes have reached or 
passed their Stewardship ’72 targets, 
bringing to $880,021 the total committed 
as of Friday, Feb. 18. 


The $880,021 total includes $95,000 from 
three anonymous donors and $785,021 
pledged or given in parish programs. 

Since everything raised by a parish 
over its goal is for that parish, $25,239 has 
so far been earned by the 15 parishes 
over the top, leaving $854,782 toward the 
Stewardship ’72 goal of $2 million.

stewardship coordinator, said numerous 
other parishes within striking distance of 
their target were expected to pass their 
goal during the week. 

“The way we are progressing it ap- 
pears that most will achieve their 
financial goal by March 5,” he said. The 
drive is scheduled to end March 19, with 
pledges redeemed over five months. 


Meanwhile school children are getting 
the spirit by participating in a steward- 
ship poster and essay contest. 


THE STEWARDSHIP poster contest is 
open to all elementary Catholic and 
public school children and the essay 
contest is for high school pupils. 


“Since stewardship stresses the theme 
of involvement, we seek to have all 
students involved in Stewardship ’72 by 
entering their posters and essays,”’ said 
Father Cooney. 


Contest entries will be judged in 
churches and parish halls by the 
stewardship executive committees on 
March 5, Youth Stewardship Sunday.

Pope invokes God's blessing 
on historic U.S.-China talks 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul 
VI, speaking on the day of President 
Nixon’s arrival in Peking, invoked 
God’s blessing on the day’s ‘events of 
great importance.” 


In his Sunday noon homily addressed 
to the people in St. Peter’s Square, the 
pontiff said: 


“Events of great importance are 
taking place in the world today, and we 
are all intent. on drawing from them 
hopeful forecasts for the future of the 
history of both the peoples involved and 
of all mankind.” 


“WE MUST INVOKE God’s blessing 
on these events,”’ he said, “‘as well as on 
the men who are protagonists in them, 
so that justice and peace may win over 
the dangers that entangle modern 
society, which is still so divided in ideas 
and interests and so ensnared in its own 
progress.”’ 


Referring to Pope Paul’s oblique 
mention of the Nixon visit to Com- 
munist China, a Vatican source noted 
that the pontiff has long been making 
“inroads’’ toward better Vatican 
relations with Communist govern- 
ments, including the Soviet Union. 


“It would follow, then,” the source 
observed, ‘‘that the Pope is extremely 
anxious that the Nixon trip be a com- 
plete success and that it thaw out some 
of the ideological and other differences 
between the East and the West.”’ 


THE PONTIFF had made no prior 
comment on the historic meeting of the 
American president and the leaders of 
Communist China. Even the reference 
he finally made did not include specific 
mention of either Mr. Nixon or the 
Chinese leader, Mao Tse-tung. 


There was considerable delight in 
Rome’s diplomatic circles that Pope 
Paul had chosen to mention the Nixon 
visit. 

When plans for the trip were first 
announced, many members of the 
Vatican waited anxiously in the days 
and weeks that followed for some 
favorable mention from the Pope. 


“BUT HE BIDED his time and 
mentioned it this week when he felt the 
time was most proper,” a source said. 
“In retrospect, I must now admit that 
his timing was good, and the impact of 
the mention now is greater than it 
would have been had he addressed 
himself to the topic earlier.’

Priests’ Senate asks reports 
from personnel board

OCEANSIDE — Questions 
relating to appointment of 
priests took most of the time 
at the Priests’ Senate 
meeting at St. Charles 
Priory here Thursday. 


The senate went into 
executive session for more 
than two hours and when the 
regular session resumed 
they passed a_ three-part 
resolution for the con- 
sideration of the diocesan 
personnel board. 


THE BOARD IS to be 
asked to report to the senate 
on the feasibility of: _ 

(a) making known their 
recommendations for any 
appointment, ; 


(b) announcing all 
vacancies through  ap- 
propriate means, allowing 
for the use of administrators 
pending permanent ap- 
pointments and 


(c) making apointments 
only once or twice a year 
instead of the frequency with 
which they occur now. 


(The Personnel Board is 
responsible for making 
recommendations to the 
bishop on the appointment of 
priests within the diocese). 


THE SENATE also sup- 
ported the view that priests 
in official positions such as 
membership on the _per- 
sonnel board, should not be 
penalized in prospective 
appointments because of this 
position. 


Dealt with in the first part 
of the meeting were 
resolutions which are to 
come before the National 
Federation of Priests’ 
Councils (NFPC) at its 
annual convention in Den- 


ver, March 12-16. Among . 


resolutions supported were: 


— Opening membership of 
NFPC to representatives of 
the Padres, the Black Clergy 
Caucus’ and_ military 
chaplains; 


— “Open placement” or 
“choice of ministry”’ 
guidelines to be drawn up; 


— Evaluation of priests, 


including bishops, to be 
examined in the light of — 
recommendations made by 
NFPC personnel committee. 
Tenure of bishops also to be 
studied. 


— Local councils to ex- 
plore ways in which priests’ 
incomes be justly ap- 
portioned through the 
elimination of stipends for 
religious services; 


— Endorsement. of 
American Canon Law 
Society’s recommendations 
on selection of bishops (SC 
Feb.10). 


IN LINE WITH a 
recommendation of the 
NFPC, two committees of 
the Priests’ Senate — Ethnic’ 
Affairs and Social Justice — 
were replaced by a new 
Committee of Justice and 
Peace. A chairman will be 
named later. 


Father William Mooney 
(San Diego) was appointed 
to head a committee to in- 


vestigate the diocese’s

What a birthday present 


That was some George Washington birthday present 
— the sight of the United States and Chinese People’s 
Republic flags flying alongside one another and the 
President of the United States toasting every high 
ranking Chinese within sight. 


To some a Scene causing apoplexy of unwelcome 
compromise, it was beamed halfway across the world 
by the technical marvel of color television. To others it 
was a scene of hope and progress towards peace. 

Only time will tell whether the meetings that have 
followed will produce in the world a new hope or will 
prove to be yet another of man’s failing quests to 
reach accord with himself. 


At least this can be said for the Chinese — that there 
was no hypocritical show of amity and overjoy when 
President Nixon arrived and drove through the streets 
of Peking. It is a salutary lesson to realize that the 
world does not see us as we sometimes see ourselves. 
“Would to God the gift to give us, to see ourselves as 
others see us...’’ as Robert Burns once said. 


Nonplussed correspondents ° 


What was particularly interesting was the early 
response of the large American news contingent to this 
reaction to the presidential visit. Used to the ballyhoo 
and public relations management of so many com- 
parable events, they seemed inadequate at describing 
what they saw in Peking. 

These veteran newsmen, accustomed to analyze and 
pontificate on every aspect of national and _in- 
ternational affairs, appeared almost at a+ loss. for 
words. They resorted to that form of negativism which 
sometimes looks more like pique at not being kept 
informed of the innermost state secrets. 

Our lives have been changed by this week in China 


and whether it is for better or worse depends as much 
on us as anybody else. 


Those three M’s 


Of course I was wrong to say Muskie, McCarthy ana 
McGovern are Catholics, It was a small test to see 
who’s. awake in class! McGovern, presidential can- 
didate, is an ordained Methodist minister — and the 
son of an ordained minister — although he has never 
worked in that vocation. An ‘A’ to those who saw the 
discrepancy. 


Fasting old fashioned? 


In case the more youthful among us think that 
fasting is a thing of the past and that any Lenten 
regulations which call for it are ‘prehistoric’ let me 
refer them to the words of social campaigner and 
_ comedian Dick Gregory when he spoke on USD 
campus last week. He thought a lot more people 
should do a lot more fasting for moral reasons. And 
Gregory wasn’t being “‘religious’’ in his appeal. 


Laymen and priests 


It was good to see another five priests among the 50 
candidates come through a Cursillo a week ago. This 
three-day spiritual workout offers chance for priests 
and laymen to get together (as real brothers in Christ) 
as few other occasions permit. 

Among our own priests (there were some from the 
Los Angeles diocese) one Irish monsignor from our 
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southern area described the experience as ‘‘the 
greatest since my ordination.”’ , 


Another priest, who admitted to a private pact with 
St. Peter to say Mass in Latin at an altar facing the 
wall, for the heavenly portion of his eternal life, made 
a confession. ‘“That was my wish up to this Cursillo. 
Now I will view every Mass I celebrate in the light of 


the tremendous experience of the Masses on this 


Cursillo.”’ 


Father Bernard Cassidy, the untiring Jesuit from 
Christ the King, got up from a bed of flu to do his usual 
noble share of the spiritual direction, aiding rector Bill 
Barend of Escondido. St. Mary’s school there has been 
the home of many successful Cursillos, but none more 
than this, judging from the closing ceremonies I 
witnessed. 


Loyalty to Holy Father 


Speaking of Jesuits, Father Pedro Arrupe, who 
heads the world order, has sent a confidential letter to 
all members of the society reminding them of their 
loyalty to the Pope. (What is confidential about it 
remains a mystery because it has been published). 


Asking them to distinguish between criticism for 
good reasons and criticism for “popularity” reasons, 
he says: “‘Criticism of authority, whether in private 
conversation or in public, is today an easy way of 
attracting attention, while the defense of authority is 
unpopular and requires courage.” 


Jesuits take a special vow of fidelity to the Pope — 
and evidently some of them needed reminding of this. 


Most humble of men 


My favorite Jesuit, among the many who have 
shaped my life, was Archbishop Aston Chichester, 
first bishop of central Africa. The picture here is his 
portrait which constantly gazes on my work, although 
he died ten years ago. 


I drove him to the 
airport, to send him off to 
Vatican II when he was 
close to 80 years old. He 
died on the steps of St. 
Peter’s in Rome a week 
after the council opened. 
We all have our personal 
saints, I suppose, and he 
was mine. Humility and 
service just poured from 
him like the grace of God. 


Cardinal Montini, who 
became Paul VI, went to African saint 
“‘Chick’s”’ deathbed and pronounced him the “first 
saint of central Africa.” As if to herald my present 
apostolate, I used to edit his monthly diocesan 
magazine more than 20 years ago.

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Vatican issues guides 
for religious attire 


THE SACRED 
Congregation for Religious 
and Secular Institutes in 
Rome has expressed concern 
that religious men and 
women “in ever increasing 
numbers are abandoning the 
religious habit and also any 
distinctive external sign.” 


It has issued the following 
instructions on the religious 
habit:

Laymen must 
accept challenge 
of our times.

WE LIVE IN AN AGE when the ‘great liberal 
death wish’ combines with right-wing militancy 
and revolutionary radicalism to reduce our 
secure world to a mess which is frightening to 
look at and live in. 

We are served large daily doses of it through 
mass media — particularly electronic — which 
still have not learned the basic difference bet- 
ween news and sensation. : 

Our very Catholic Church, our rock and our 
refuge, is caught up in the turmoil and change, 
and we see in it discord and discontent. 

WE SEE. THE POPE having to argue publicly 
with Cardinals, even telling some of them to 
retire. We see priests arguing with their bishops, 


leaving their ministry, selling real estate. We~... 


-find lay people either rushing off,in@he @ivection 
to encompass some new ‘way out’ religious 
experience or at the other-éxtreme muttering in 
the dark corners of out churches about-“‘the good

old Church.”” 


The old Church was simpler, easier to live .... 


with. It had all the answers in a little’bdek called 
the catechism. Most of us learned no mor@&bout 
our religion than the simple’ answers in the 
catechism, and we stopped learning about 
religion when we left schoo¥. We were given an 
‘immunization shot’ of religion, expected to last 
us for life. A 


Now we live in what is described as a state of 
‘future shock’ and in an age of open debate 
brought about by Pope John XXIII when he said 

“we should throw open the windows of the Church 
and let in some fresh air. We are rather 
bewildered and a little frightened. 

THE FAMOUS ENGLISH convert to 
Catholicism of the last century, Gilbert Keith 
Chesterton once said: ‘Christianity has not 
failed. It has never been tried.” 


*This is the substance of Michael New- 
man’s talk from several pulpits of the dio- 
cese in recent weeks. Many who heard him 
asked for it to be printed in the Southern 
Cross. 


We live in an irresponsible, wasteful self- 
deceiving and self-destroying society which 
lacks moral authority and leadership. And it 
lacks it because we, the Christians, are not 
providing it. 


The very day we were baptized we became 
leaders of men, whether we like it or not. For to 
be a Christian — a Catholic — means you have to 


be a leader. If we are not the leaders, with our 
knowledge of eternal truths, then who are: the 
Jews, the Muslims, the Buddhists, the pagans? 


SO HOW DO WE SHAPE up in a world that is 
crying out for direction and for those two 


overworked words, peace and love? Do we really 


believe that if we lived as Christians we could 
change the world? Or do we Catholics watch 
other Christians leading the way and sit back 
rather smugly in our tight little defensive at- 
titude of “‘knowing it all?”’ 


In this post-Vatican II era we laymen have 
been given a much greater responsibility. 
Laymen are now speaking at homily time in the 
Mass. Laymen are increasingly being given the 
responsibility of editing Catholic diocesan 
newspapers. There are parish councils of 
laymen and Ministers of the Eucharist who are 
laymen distributing Communion. 

After many centuries the Church has brought 
back the permanent\diaconate in which laymen 
are ordained, but still live as laymen at home. 

WE*ARE REMINDED by the documents of 
VaticanN]I that the people are the Church, and 


the people — the lay people — should play af

Have we read enough, been to 
enough talks, studied books to know how to 
answer those who look to Christians for the right 
answers? 


If we have the option of a religious radio or 
television program or the usual. entertainment 
pap, which do we choose? 


Do we leave it to father, to Sister or mon- 
signor? 


What about our talent? If we spend enough of 
our time in a genuine desire to know more about 
the only thing that matters — our relationship 
with God — we will naturally improve our talent 
and God will be happy with our accounting of it. 
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WE CAN EMULATE Mahalia Jackson, who 
died a few weeks ago. She received from God the 
talent of a remarkable voice. She determined to 
return it to God and sang only in His praise. So 
we called her the greatest Gospel singer of our 
time. She gave her talent back to God. 


If Christ came today would we bother to fall in 
behind Him, or would we find ourselves too busy 
on something unimportant like playing golf — 
where much time, talent and treasure are spent 
— or watching television, or some other time- 
consuming, unimportant occupation? 


We are the image of Christ today, and we 
should portray Him in everything we do. We are 
his only image. It is a great responsibility of our 
stewardship. 


THERE IS NO SUCH thing as a passive 
Christian. Faith without work is useless and faith 
without knowledge and application, in our 
educated society, is also useless. 


We can save the world. It’s as simple as that. 


But we have to believe. 


We have been baptized into leadership and 
wherever we go people will expect the best of us 
because we are Christians.

My boyfriend says that 
it is all right for us to 
see X-rated movies if 
we do not think they 
will lead us into 
immoral acts. I say we 
should not go to them, 
because they are a vol- 
untary occasion of sin.

It seems that an X rating is 
given to films which depict 
either gross violence or 
explicit sexual activity. Or 
both. 


(I am not discussing those 
films which have the sole 
intention of raising sexual 
feelings in the viewers. It is 
quite clear that in these 
instances a person has a 
moral obligation to refrain 
from seeing them.) 


The meaning of the rating 
is to indicate that they should 
not be seen by immature 
persons. 


The reason is this: an 
immature person is one who 
is not yet capable of 
“relating the parts to the 
whole;”” he does not place 
individual incidents into the 
larger framework. 


For example: certain 
parts of the Bible could well 
be X-rated for the individual 
who would concentrate

solely on those passages 
which describe sexual ac- 
tivity. To “‘zero in’”’ on those 
descriptions without un- 
derstanding why the inspired 
authors included them, is the 
mark of an immature per- 
son. 


Grappling as they do with 
the human situation, both 
literature and the theater 
cannot ignore the reality of 
violence and the obvious 
presence of sexual 
motivation. The delicate 
question is how _ these 
phenomena are depicted: 


Keeping these thoughts in 
mind, then, you should ask 
yourself: 


Why do I want to see this 
X-rated film? Just to stare at 
certain scenes? Or to gain a 
better understanding of 


Again: from your past 
experience you should be 
able to know whether you are 
mature enough at this time 
to appreciate the drama 
being presented. 


And suppose you really are 
adult enough—how about 
your boyfriend? If he still 
has an adolescent mentality 
and wants to see the film for 
the primary intention of 


becoming sexually aroused, 
you have an obligation not to 
go to that particular “‘flick’’ 
with him because you would, 
indeed, be placing yourself 
in an occasion of sin.

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More than a housing project, Villa Nueva

SAN YSIDRO —Disadvantaged 
Mexican-Americans are not used to 
winning but at Villa Nueva they have hope 
for the future. 


Villa Nueva translates literally and 
figuratively into ‘‘New Town’? — and 
that’s what sprang up two years ago in San 
Ysidro close to the Mexican border. 


With 390 low-income families, Villa 
Nueva may sound ‘“‘just like another 
subsidized housing project,’’ but it is much 
more than that. It is a way of life for its 
people and that life is Catholic oriented. 


FOR VILLA NUEVA is sponsored by the 
Augustinian Fathers of California through 
a non-profit corporation which owns and 
operates the housing. 


Father John F. Blethen, OSA, head of 
the Augustinian province, recalls that the 
order assumed sponsorship of Villa Nueva 
as “‘an extension of our ministries which 
were strictly parochial and educational.’’ 


“‘We welcomed the opportunity to 
provide decent housing, but then we 
wanted to go on from there to provide the 
resources for a healthy.community in a 
Christian environment . . . to give them 
reasons for living and hoping.” 


PEOPLE AT VILLA Nueva, he said, feel 
that society has passed them by because of 
their lack of education, opportunity and 
background. 

‘But there is real hope that this can be 
changed,’”’ said Father Blethen. ‘Not 
overnight, but through the slow, agonizing

ON THE BALL — Father Frank Riley,

MEXICAN-AMERICANS make up 82 


per cent of Villa Nueva’s people. Out of 
every 10 families, six are on welfare, three 
have a ‘‘working head,” and one is sup- 
ported by either unemployment, 
retirement or disability checks. 

Rents are from $126-$182, tenants’ 
average is $70-$80 depending on income, 
and the federal government subsidizes the 
rest. 


Most of the credit for whatever success 
Villa Nueva has had must go to the people 


themselves — and to Father Raymond: 


Lynn, OSA, who-has been responsible for 
Villa. Nueva since it began. 


AS FULLTIME executive director, 
Father Lynn has been running Villa 
Nueva’s housing, social, educational and 
religious dimensions. 


“We seek to provide the services by 
which these families may help themselves 
to become more economically stable and 
to understand their role as first-class 
citizens,” he says. 

“We strive for a full range of social 
services, from day care for pre-schoolers 
to adult education for grandparents. We 
want families occupying these rent sup- 
plement units not to be mere recipients, 


at Villa Nueva. He also supervises the 
soccer team. But his main job is the 
Spiritual dimension of all residents.

but to assist in implementing self-help 
community programs.” 

TELEVISION MAY have its ‘‘Sarge,”’ a 
former detective who became a priest, but 
Villa Nueva has its Father Lynn who 
worked with problem youths in Los 
Angeles for years before his ordination. 


He recalls that as counselor to 
delinquents he often lived and worked with 
them in Los Angeles institutions and so is 
familiar with their thinking. 

With more than 1,000 children and 
youths at Villa Nueva he knows that 
nothing leads to trouble faster than 
boredom and idleness. Father Lynn lost no 
time in converting eight apartments into 
youth centers. 

ONE OF THEM, La Paz Center, houses 
the San Ysidro branch of the Boys’ Club of 
America with athletic, recreational and 
educational programs, as well as adult 
classes and counseling. 


The other, Guadalupe Center, is for teen- 
age activities, a thrift shop and an ice 
cream bar. There also is a senior citizens 
club and a nutrition education program to 
assist mothers in improving menus. 

Although Villa Nueva is not a parish, 
Sunday Masses are celebrated and 
religious education classes are held in the 
community center.

Three Dominican Sisters from Tacoma, 
Wash.., live and work at Villa Nueva. Sister 
Ann directs the Girls’ Club and is 
responsible for CCD and adult education, 
including classes in English, arts and 
crafts, nutrition and other subjects. 


Sister Roseann is in pre-school and 
kindergarten work. And Sister Mary 
Magdalen is in charge of the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps which finds jobs for teen-age 
youths. She also is responsible for health 
programs and services. 


FATHER BLETHEN observes that Villa 
Nueva residents are beginning to realize 
“that in the democratic process it takes 
concerted, forceful effort to get things 
done and to shape their own future rather 
than become victims of social change. 


“Gradually the people of San Ysidro, 
and our tenants among them, are begin- 
ning to learn that they do have the power to 
overcome structural dependency. 


“Tt is encouraging to see that those who, 
only a year ago, cared little about the 
dynamics of politics, are beginning to take 
an active, forceful interest in the various 
organizations set up to represent their 
interests in housing, schools, health and 
recreation.”
